THE OPIUM HABIT. 


Richly Dressed 3 Who In- 
habit the Dangerous Dens. 


An Evil That is Growing With Remark- 
able Rapidity—Tons of the Deadly 
Drug Manufactured and Consumed 
Yearly in the United States. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Abril 13.—Leslie E. Keeley, M. D. 
of Dwight, III,, surgeon of the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad, has written a letter here commendiog 
the bills now before the House and Senate sup- 
pressing the traffic of opium, in which he makes 
some remarkable statements. He says: The 
number of Americans who indulge in opium 
smoking is constantly on the increase. Recent 
investigation of the subject lately made reveal 
this fact and show that the victims of the habit 
are to be found in “good society.” Richly dressed 
ladies, coming from costly residences upon the 
avenues can be seen alighting from carriages and 
going down into the subterranean opium joints 
or dens in New York, San Francisco and other 
large cities. It is said, and is doubtless a fact, 
that those who are able to have, and even do 


have all the outfit for opium smoking at their 
homes, prefer to smoke in some opium haunts. 
So-callea “respéctable ladies“ and aciresses of 
uote may be found mingied with outcasts of their 
own sex and with all classes of the other sex, in 
this silent fellowship. The other forms of using 
the drug, alt of which have become a habit, and 
which are steadily increasing throughout the 
length and breadth of our land, are as follows: 
The “gum opium” taken by the mouth into the 
system, and the sulphate of morpbia taken by the 
mouth and also in solution by being inserted sub- 
W uneously by means of the bypoderinic sryinge, 
ty years ago gum opium was used exclusive- 
ly by those addicted to the drug, but morphine 
has largely superseded the ori nal juice of the 


Poppy. 

THE REVENUE STATISTICS 
unmistakably show that the consumption of 
opium is rapidly increasing, and that, too, ata 
rate far in excess of the increase of population. 
So extensive, indeed, has the traffic in opium 
come that it is now a regular staple of commerce, 
and is quoted in trade circulars and dealt in 
by Aruggists as. freely as the commonest 
articles in pharmacy. In 1876 it was estimated 
that there were 225,000 opium eaters or users in 
this country—at least. two-thirds of them belong- 
ing to ths better classes of society. To-day we 
can safely say that there are not less than 500.000, 
and some localities have a greater proportion 
than others, the South having more victims than 
the North, and the city more than the country. 
The effects of the war upon the South were very 
marked in this matter, as since that time the hab- 
it bas largel increased in the Southern States. 
In Albany, N. Y., there is annually consumed: 
3,500 pounds of opium, 5,500 ounces of morphine, 
and about 500,000 pilis of morphia. In Chicago 
there are about 25,000 persons addicted to the 
habit, and the leading druggists, according toa 
recent statement, 7 that their principal cus- 
tomers are ladies, n St. Louis itis estiraated 
there are not less than 20,000, while many South- 
ern cities show, in proportion to population, even 
higher figures than these. know many small 
towns where the average Is 5 in every 100, and yet 
the habit is constantly increasing, The amount 
annually ath out for the drug by these victims is 
about $5,000

The public has been waiting forthe new 
House Committee on Pacifie Railroads to 
give some indigation of its leanings. All 
curiosity on that point will probably, 
soon de satisfied, as a majority and «@ 
minority report from the sub-committee of 
three on amendments of the Thurman act

The minority report of Mr. Tompson of 
Kentucky, takes the bull by the horns, show- 
ing that the roads will’ still owe $102,000,000 


operations of the Thurman act, as evaded 
by the roads which manage to conceal their 
net earnings if extentions and betterménts. 
Mr. Tuompson’s bill defines what shall con- 
stitute net earnings, allowing no deduction 
for equipments or new branches, aud bro 
vides that the Central Pacific shall pay 

000,000 a year and 56 per cent of its 
net earnings; the Union '‘Patific $2,000,- 
000 a year and 37% per cent.; the Kansas 
Pacific, $500,000 a year and 45 per cent., and 
the Central Branch and Sioux City each 
$150,000 a yenr and 75 per cent. THompson’s 
bill also proposes that, in computing the net 


earnings of all the roads owned, operated, 
controlled or leased by them shall be includ- 
ed. The justice of this provision rests up- 
on the fact that the many millions of dol- 
lars whieh these roads should have paid to 
the Government to meet the ihterest on the 
bonds loaned to them have been invested in 
new roads upon which thé Government has 
no lien for its loan. In short Mr. THOMP- 
SON seems to bein earnest about securing 
the payment of thé loan according to con- 
tract, holding that the reads are abundantly 
abie to make such provisions for the pay- 
ment of the bonds and interest. | 

The majority report, however, signed by 
WILSON of Iowa and JorDAN of Ohio, pro- 
poses to avoid the alleged danger of further 
litigation and delay by maintaining the 
Thurman act pretty much as it is, and leav- 
ing the question of deaucting expenditures 
for equipments and new roads from the net 
earnings to the courts, The bill reported 
by the majority provides only for the with- 
holding of amounts due for Government 
transportation and the investment thereof | 
in a sinking fund. They express the opinion 
that the Government will sooner or later 
have to accept the tallroad proposition for a 
sixty-year extension of the loan with semi- 
annual payments for the gradual extinction 
of the debt. They object to THompson’s bill 
on the ground that it would deprive the 
companies of the power to construct ’feed- 
ers and branch roads for the development of 
the country!“ : 

Will the full committee approve this doc- 
trine, that Congress should permit these 
corporations to convert money due the Gov- 
ernment into private property, and fraud- 
ulently use neatly $100,000,000 of the people’s 
money for an indefinite period in extending 
and strengthening the mightiest monopoly 
that ever existed in this world? We shall 
see. There are a great many people who be- 
lieve that, if this is the only way to develop 
this country, it had better remain unde- 
veloped,

MAKING MONEY CIRCULATE, 

Congressman STOCKSLAGER, Chairman of 
the Committee on Public Buildings, has dis- 
covered a great public service which these 
classic granite mausoleuins render to the 
country. He says, with a charming ignor- 
ance of the existenee of such a science as 
political economy, that these buildings “put 
that much money in circulation.”

THE CABLE PROJECT. 

At the last éession of the Municipal As 
sembly a proposition to build a cable road 
was defeated. Although such an assertion 
is not Stsceptible of direct proof, we risk 
littie In asserting that the defeat was really 
caused by the opposition of rival interests. 
The alleged reason given was that the pro- 
posed cable was not acceptable to people 
living along the line. 

Now we have a new proposition from a 
new company. A number of gentlemen, who

About the middie of the 
last century, when Great Britain stripped France 
of Canada, there were about 40,000 people in the 
lower proviuees of French ancestry. With the 
eonquest, Immigration from Franée ceased, and 
from that original stock has multiplied a people 
numbering 1.300, 000 in Canada and probably 300,- 
000 in the United States. They have steadily 
filled up the province of Quebec, notwithstanding 
they occupied foratime the repressive position 
of a subject people, but of late years they have 
overridden everything by sheer force of numbers. 
They have driven the Englsb from the eastern 
townships north of Vermont, and they have com 
plete control of Quebec. In Montreal also they 
preduminate in the government, although the 
English and Scotch control the capital and man- 
age all the most important business enterprises, 
The French legislative assembly of the province 
of Quebec, numbering 65, contains only 123 who 
speak English. 

The French stock continues to overflow, and 
especially in the spring. A Montréal dispatch 
says the departures for New England are about 
100 a day, Counting heads of families. They 
come to the farms of Vermont and the manufact 
urihg towns of Massachusetts. In Vermont es 
pecially, where they assimilate more readily with 
the people of the villages and farms, their 
daughters take the places of the native girls, who 
go off to the big cities, and often marry inte tne 
old families. 3

GYPSIRS ROVING AGAIN. 


ter Quarters. 
From the Springfieid (Mass.) Telegram. 

“You bét weare glad to get on the road 
again.“ This was the answer given by a 
Bie Gene girl toa representative of the 

lobe this morning. A large band of gyp- 
sies have made this city their headquarters 
during the Winter, and to-day they pulled up 
stakes and started on the wandering lite 
which sults'them much better than tenement 
houses and civilization. There are thirty- 
two in this band, divided into five families. 
Washington street is at the southern end of 
the city, and for years been a disreputa- 
ble quarter. t for this reason rents are 
cheap, and a large tenement house was easily 
secured by the y band, who,. passing 
through the city late last fall, decided to an- 
chor hera until the spring opened. Last year 
they were in Florida all winter and kept on 
the move. They have never passed a winter 
here until the past. 

All was hurry and bustle this morning as 
the reporter visited the band in ther winter 
quarters. The women, young, middie-agéd 
and old, were arranging the interior of their 
immense covered traveling carts, and the 
men and boys Wy doing the heavy work 
and attending to the horses that were being 
shod. King Cooper of the bandisa dark, 
good-natured fellow, who is said to own 
valuable sale stables near Bo ton, but re- 
fuses to tell where they are located. A lie 
comes as naturally to these people as the 
sunshine, and they do not mind one any 


more. 

“What have you been doing all winter,” 
asked the reporter of one of the gypsies. 

‘‘Behaving ourselves, of course, said he. 
„Now, look here, he resumed, we are not 
80 as yon newspaper fellows make us 
out. o Haven't stolen any horses nor kid- 
nae any children.“ 

Eight bright-eyed gypsy children, playing 
hide-and-seek under one of the traveling 
carts which stood at the side of the tenement 
were proof that the band need not kidnap. 
These little oues were unmistakably chil- 
dren of nature, wild, sharp and cunning. 
The women of the band were more willing 
to talk than the men. Asa rule, they say 
but little of themselves and their plans, but 
they all seemed to be so happy to-day at the 
spongnt of once more taking the road, that 

eir tongues were lovsened. 

„We make baskets and sell them and tell 
fortunes,” said an old woman in a big plush 
bonnet, witha bright yellow handkerchief 
knotted about her neck. “The men trade 
horses, she resumed; they like to be sur- 
rounded with mystery, and say it helps them 
fortune-telling.’ 

„Tou would be surprised,“ said one of the 
band, to know how many fine ladies come 
down here to have their fortunes told.” 

While the reporter was standing in front 
of the house the words of an old Romany 
song came floating through the partly closed 
door. A young gypsy mother was singing 
to her baby. a 
I'll never leave my true love, 

I' never go away, 

ran the song, but the remainder of it was 
sung in another tongue than English. Soon 
the wagons were loaded with provisions, the 
bedding, remarkably clean fora gypsy band 
was packed away, the horses harnessed and 
the train was ready to move. There were 
three wagons, fifteen good horses, and thirty- 
two gypsies. The band have conducted 
themselves so well here that the police have 
paid little attention to them. They paid 
er rent promptly and always appeared to 

Ave 22 of money. 

Aside from the bedding there was abso- 
lutely no furniture in the house. How they 
— to eat and live during the winter is 
a wonder. Itissaid that this band alone 
has between $50,000 and $80,000 in clean 
cash made from horses and other speculation. 
Bribed with a good cigar one of the gypsies 


said; : 

“No taxes, no politics, no nothing to bind 
mow here we aré the happiest peopie in the 
wor 

he band go from this city to Holyoke, 
where they ate to stay in camp several 
weeks, From there * return to a favor- 
ite camping ground on the Boston road, just 
outside the city. From here they move 
East, making a tour of New Engiand. 
They like this city so well, they say, that 
in all probabilfty they will again make 
Springfield their winter home.

Rest for the weary sole,’ 

“And saw in the above window ofa eharm- 
ing house the glad tidings, Rooms to rent.“ 
‘A sweet faced woman opened the door. 
Surely here was deliverance! I made known 

my wants. 

„% Have you any children? she asked 
pleasantly. 

„No, but I might adopt some.’ 

Not on my account,’ she answered, ‘I 
detest the brats.’ 

“Everything was favorable, except the 
terms, which were outrageously high, when 
the woman asked coolly: . 

se om did you say your husband’s name 
was?’ 

J haven’t any husband.’ 

“Then she assured me that she never 
took women who had no husbands, and 
closed the bargain—and the door. 

“I hanted over the papers again.

en. 

i ‘Furnished rooms for gentleman and 
wife.’ 

‘* ‘A suite of rooms in a desirable locality 
—will be vacant May 1. Hot and cold 
water, gas, marble mantel, bay window and 
all modern improvements. Suitable fora 
couple of young gentlemen who are willing 
to pay we * 

“And come home all hours of the night 
without a latch-key and in an obfusticated 
condition; who would strike matches on the 
piano and retire with their boots on, and 

lay the Spanish fandango on the light gul- 
ar on Sundays. But they leave their coats 
onthe hat-rack with their letters in the 
pockets, and occasionally take the landlady 
and her daughter to a temperance festival 
when they have free tickets. 1 do be- 
lieve the majority of people who have rooms 
to rent would rather take a young man for 
his society, than havea woman who paid 
her rent promptly.” 

The lady wasso indignant that a Free 
Press representative took down some half 
dozen names and called. at the houses with 
rooms to rent. 

‘No, 1 don’t want to rent rooms in my 
house toa woman unless she is a business 
woman and out all day,“ said the first one 
called on. I won’t have any woman poking 
round my house, listening all the time, and 
putting her head over the banister every 
time the door-bell rings. I’ve tried it, and 
know what l'm talking about. They're al- 
ways wanting to borrow five cents, ora 
match--or a postage stamp, or get something 
in the kitchen. No, I Won't have any woman 
in my house, Young men go out and in, and 
up-stairs four steps at a time; why, I roomed 
a young man for two years and I don’t think 
I ever saw him except on pay-days. I used 
to sometimes. just get a glimpse at his coat- 
tails as he went out of the door?’ 

„We are always in hot water,” said an- 
other room-renter, when we rent rooms to a 
woman.

THE CHOLERA GERM. 


An Important Discovery by the Ger- 
man Commission, 


A Caleu r to the London Daily 
News says: is good n to beileve 
that the visit to Calcutta of the German 
cholera commission (which consists of Dra. 
Koch, Fischer, and y) bas been fruitful 
of a very important discovery. The investi- 
2 made by the commissions in Egypt 
ast year had aiready indicated the existence 
in all true cases of chulera of a peculiar 
microscopic parasi or bacillus, as it is 
termed in medical language. In all cases 
which came under their examination, Dr. 
Koch and his colleagues observed these 
parasites in great number both in the intes- 
tines of persons who had died of cholera 
and in the dejecta of cholera patients. The 
same parasites were uniformly found lu all 
cases examined in India. Moreover, 
although looked for with minuteness and 
cate, no parasite corresponding with them 
could be found in other diseases, such as 
dysentery and diarrhea, whica have some 
resemblance to cholera. The fact, the 
fore, of a close relation between the parasite 
and the disease of cholera would seem to be 
placed beyond doubt. The coincidence would 
notin itself, however, as is obvious, war- 
rant us in fe ing the parasite as the 
cause of the malady, for, as Dr. Koch is him- 
self willing to allow, it may be the conse- 
quence,” 

Froma further discovery made by the 
commission in Calcutta there is now reason 
to believe that the relation of the parasite 
to the disease is one of cause; in short, that 
the ite is the long-soeught-cholera germ. 
While the commission was in Calcuttaa 
sporadic outbreak of cholera of great inten- 
sity occurred in the native quarter of the 
town, in the neighborhood of a dirty tank, 
or pond. On examining the water in this 
pond Dr. Koch and his colleagues discovered 
to their joy. that itewarmed with the para- 
site, which they had hitherto failed to find 
outside the human subject. The water had 
been used according to india habits, both for 
drinking and bathing purposes by the peo- 
* among whom the outbreak had occurred. 

t was further observed that as the outbreak 
subsided, coincidently the water became 
clear of the parasite. Here was a great 
step in furtherance of the inquiry as to the 
etiol of cholera. Another step, and the 
artificial propagation of the disease by 
means of the parasite successfuly accom- 

lished, the commission could 

ave reported to Prince Bismarck the 
completion of one of the most important dis- 
coveries ever made in medical science. But 
the last link completing the chain of evi- 
dence has yet to be forged. All the attempts 
of Dr, Koch and his colleagues to artificially 
propagate cholera by means of the parasite, 
whether found in the water or in the human 
subject, have been without success. Many 
experiments have been made with a view to 
reproduce the disease by inoculation in an- 
imals, but all have failed. Matter contain- 
ing the parasite has been mingled with the 
food of mice, cats and dogs, but their health 
has apparently not been disturbed. ‘The ar- 
gument from analogy, meanwhile, goes 
atrongly to show that in the parasite which 

a pair of German spectacies has revealed the 
cholera germ has at length yielded up the 
dark mystery of existence. To Dr. Koch it 
fell some years ago to discover the parasite, 
or bacillus, which causes the disease of 
splenie fever in animals; and later to make 
the still more important diseovery that 
tubercle or consuinption was also caused 
by a bacilius peculiar to it. Other in- 
yestigations have further traced to a 
parasite the malady among fowls known 
as “chicken cholera,” while there is 
strong reason to believe that the malaria as- 
sociated with the Roman Campagna is also 
of parasitic origin. H here cognate cases 
1 to the belief that the true exciting 
cause of cholera has been found in the para- 
site discovered by the commission. 

As the investigations on which the com- 
mission is engaged are of a kind that cannot 
be favorably prusecuted in India during the 
hot season, Dr. Koch and his colleagues 
shortly return 16 Germany, but hope to be 
able to persuade the German Government te 
permit them to return to India next winter 
to continue the inquiries which have had so 
fruitful a result hitnerto. a

Rabbite, Chickens, Snakes and 
Dogs Mesmerized in West 
St. Louis.

Novel Discoveries Made in Animal Mag- 
netism—An Entirely New Field Opened 
for Electro-Biological Research—De- 
tails of Some of the Experiments. 


In last December & gentleman engaged in 
teaching in St. Louis, invited a number of friends 
to his house to meet a lady who had just returned 
from Europe,and who had traveled extensively 
inthe East. She had met Madame Blavatsky 
and Col. Orcott and other members of the Theo- 
sophical Society, but was not herself a Theo- 
sopist. At Damascus, where her husband died, 
she met an Arab physician, who possessed ina 
limited degree what is called the power of tac- 
tual cure. The acquaintance which followed 
proved to her that she herself was strongly en- 
dowed with the mesmeric power. The Arab 
taught her how to develop it, und her knowledge 
of the Indian mystics, and the tremendous power 
they claim, was perhaps one of the reasons why 
she attached ‘electro-viology so strongly, making 
it the study of her life. 

The lady was able to perform some very re- 
markabie feats, as she proved atthetimée. For 
instance, she took a small mirror. and, holding it 
before her face, breathed upon it repeatedly, final - 
ly putting it upon a table and making several rap- 
id passes over it. In turn each of thé party was 
invited to look into the glass, fixing in their 
minds the face they desired to see. When the re 
porter’s turn came he fastened his mind upon the 
set of fair features which were easiest to recall 
and looked. At first his own face alone was there 
but it faded away, dissolving first at the sides un- 
til nothing but the eyes remained. Then the glass 
clouded utterly with that cratkling sound called 
rapping by spiritualists, and, framed, on the 
clouds, came the countenance for which the 
Writer looked.

In one instance a sprightly bantam hen 
that seemed full of life and vitality died during 
the experiment. 

A great mauy experiments with different colored 
lines and papers, drawn in different positions on 
the paper, ail failed with rabbits, although on 
white paper a black “V produced a coma which 
lasted as long as the passes were kept up but no 
longer. The next idea tried was thoroughly suc- 
cessitul. Iwo bright half dq;lars were 
placed vu a table near an open 
window at which diffused dayignt 
entered. They were put about two inches apart, 
and a tabbil’s head held with the nose touching 
the table about an inch and a half behind the 
coins. Then with small pellets of paper and 
matches the pieces of silver were raised at the 
edge so that each reflected the light into one of the 
animal's eye’s, The head was neld firmly in po- 
sition without hurting for about five minutes, 
when coma was found to have setin sufficiently 
to permit the removal of the hands, leaving the 
rabbit swaying backward and forward, and alto- 
gether unable to move a: The customary 
passes were then made, andthe animal became 
rigid. It could be taken up and handled, and 
was as stiff as if it was a frozen corpse. After a 
trance of some ten minutes duration the rabbit 
came back Lo consciousness of itself, without any 
effort being made to revive it, treeled aud 
Staggered about the floor for a moment or two, 
then seemed thoroughly te recover, eating with 
much relief some food that was given it.

FIRE AND WATER. 


A Free Discussion of the Inefficacy of 
Both Departments. 


The Joint Committee on Ways and Means of 


the House and Council helda meeting yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of hearing arguments 
for the increase ot the efficiency of the Fire De 
partment. Members of the Board of Under. 
writers, the Commercial Club and the city govern- 
ment were present. Speaking for the Board of 
Underwriters, Mr. Waterworth of that body said 
that there was an imperative necessity for ex- 
tending the water distribution system and increas- 


ing the capacity of the Fire Departmeat, as St. 
Louis has a larger area and a smaller fire fighting 
capacity than any city outside of New York. He 
pointed out the defects in the water distribution 
system and the effect it had on insurance risks 
and business men’s peace of mind. There 
were not enongh fire plugs. The city needed 
eight additional fire engines. He asked that 
$400,000 worth of improvements of the charcter 
suggested be made. Mr. Niedringhaus said there 
was no protection for rolling miils, and Mr. 
Adolph Boeckeler said that the lumber region 
was exposed. Mr. Joseph Branch said that ail 
public improvements should be abandoned, if 
necessary, for this one. Water Commissioner 
Whitman and Col. Flad explained the water dis- 
tribution system, and dweit for some time upon 
the impossibility of keeping its Improvement up 
to the rate demanded by the increase of the 
manufacturing industry. A great deal of inter- 
est is manifested as to the committee’s action on 
these arguments.
